Sid- 
ney. The couple resided for sev- 
eral years .in nearby Decatur, 
where Mr. Gile worked for the 
Illinois Traction Comapny. In 
1905, intrigued no doubt by the 
campaign of the Michigan Develop- 
ment Bureau, the Giles moved to 
South Branch Township, where 
they took up farming. On Janu- 
ary 1, 1909, Ivory R. Gile was in- 
stalled as’ postmaster and moved 
into the Hartman place:

Jackpine existed at all, is the 
small steel postmarking stamp, 
now in the possession of the author. 
The name of this ghost post office? 
Tyrrell — named.for its first post- 
master, Carlos: M. Tyrrell, who 
was appointed on January 21, 1888. 
As near as anyone can figure out, 
Tyrrell was located about three 
miles northeast of Jackpine, over 
into Oscoda’ Ceunty. The number 
of patrons that it served ‘probably 
numbered no more than six. On 
August 31, 1901, Tyrrell was closed 
and all mail was to go to its larger 
neighbor — Jackpine was growing. 
As Michigan’s lumbering began 
to fade in the first decade of the 
twentieth “century, there —were 
groups of men who believed that 
much of the cut-over land could be 
used for farming.
